“The Old Man" 
Known simply as The Old Man, 
he is the "cashier” of probably the 
world's most unusual "savings bank.” 
Years ago he and about forty towns- I 
men came to New York from a little 
Polish village and all settled in a 
single tenement. 
They still live

As they neither spoke nor 
read English, The Old Man became 
a sort of shepherd for the flock. 
He even '**&. care of their money 
for them in a mysterious box k e p t; 
in his room. 
After the newcomers became ac­ 
climated they adopted American 
customs, but not to the extent of 
passing up The Old Man for ritzy 
ti ust companies.

That it will go higher is expect­ 
ed.

When and how it will be met is one 
of the most challenging questions 
of the moment. 
Conceivably it may provide the 
dominant issue and turning point in 
the approach to the 1936 campaign, 
for the “high cost of living” is a 
close, personal issue capable of com­ 
manding much more concentration 
than eve** did th** N»riff, farm relief, 
states’ rights, prohibition or the like. 
There is no certainty that it will 
reach this point, but should another 
drought burn the food supply to tire 
danger point the issue might be in­ 
escapable. 
Then all parties would be faced 
with the necessity of devising new 


answers for a new emergency. And 
on those answers, rather than on 
anything heard of now, would the 
American people have to render 
their verdict in the 1936 election.

‘‘salty.” And ifs because he has so 
commanded. 
His “command” even extends to 
week-end trips on the Sequoia up 
and down the Potomac river. 
Perhaps no better illustration ol 
this can be had than the procedure 
followed in the navy in keeping in 
communication with the president 
on his vacation trip to Hawaii, 
Contact with the Houston and 
New Orleans throughout the cruise 
was maintained through the navy’s 
own radio station across the Po­ 
tomac from Washington. 
Messages 
to and from the president actually 
were cleared within a stone’s throw 
of the White House—at the navy 
department 
He was, during his entire absence 
from Washington, in closer touch 
with 
developments 
here than e 
would have been at his own tele­ 
phone.

Routine For Personnel 
It was 
merely routine 
for the 
navy, however. 
The same shift of men—four on 
a circuit every six hours—was m ain­ 
tained The radio channel to NTQF 
(the Houston call) was not 
kept 
clear at all times. 
Messages to and 
from ships in the Houston's vicinity 
w oe cleared over NIQFa channel 
when not in use. 
No messages, presidential or oth 
erwise, were delayed either way, and 
unless marked “Urgent” 
by 
Mr 
Roosevelt or the White House no 
preference was shown. 
It was that way from the time 
the president left Annapolis until 
he land in Portland. 
So much so 
that newspapermen assigned to the 
navy department here received no­ 
tice of the Houston’s orders for fu­ 
ture duty before word was officially 
flashed the president had disem­ 
barked. 


Washington — One of the most 
curious facts in the political career 
of Henry T. Rainey was that at the 
time of his death he held the very 
power as speaker against which he 
had crusaded a great part of his 
public life. 
During his one term in the speak­ 
ership that office was clothed with 
such authority that members of the 
house—democrats and republicans 
allke—were prevented from exercis­ 
ing little more than a voting mem­ 
bership. 
Not Reed, Cannon, Clark or Long- 
worth, in the heyday of their pow­ 
ers as speaker, enjoyed such abso­ 
lute control as did the kindly, white- 
haired farmer-statesman from Illi­ 
nois

Yet it was Rainey who joined 
heartily with Norris of Nebraska 
(now In the senate) back in 1910 
in the fight which took away from 
•Uncle Jo*’’ Cannon the czarists 
powers of the speakev. 
Made No Apologies 
He made no apologies during the 
seventy-third congress for the ever- 
increakng authority he exercised. If 
he ever said anything about it, it 
is not a m atter of record. 
He believed firmly that the eco­ 
nomic condition of the country and 
the world during the time he was 
speaker made it vitally necessary 
that the recommendations of the 
administration be applied Quickly, 
not to do so, he argued, would have 
invalidated them. 
His faith in what he had done was 
summed up aptly in the closing mo­ 
ments of the congress when, after 
handing the gavel to Republican 
Leader Snell, he advanced to the 
democratic side and declared: 
“An historic congress is about to 
end its second and last session. In 
this congress wre have enacted more 
legislation, wfe have done more work 
and we has talked less than in any 
other congress in the history of this 
republic.” 
Rainey and his aides were able 
to reach the crest of power they did 
by use of a form of procedure in 
the house knowm as the special or 
so-called “gag rule ” 
By means of 
this they were able to bring up a 
measure for immediate considera­ 
tion, restrict debate and choke off 
amendments. 
They went back to a precedent of 
120 years’ standing for their author­ 
ity. 
Nothing like it had been seen by 
the oldest of house observers. There 
were plenty of complaints, even 
threats of outright revolt on the part 
of members. 
But Rainey stuck to 
his guns, beating down opposition in 
forceful and at times ruthless fash­ 
ion.
